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FIRST OFFICIAL VISIT OF AN AUSTRIAN CHANCELLOR TO THE U.S. 


PROGRAM OF VISIT. 


On Sunday, May 11, 1952, Chan- 
cellor Leopold Figl of Austria, 
accompanied by Mrs. Figl, as 
well as by Counsellor of Lega- 
tion Dr. Martin Fuchs and the 
Chancellor’s private secretary, 
Dr. Lukas Beroldingen, will ar- 
rive in New York by plane from 
London. He is expected to spend 
Sunday visiting New York City. 
The official visit will start upon 
his arrival in Washington, D.C. 
on May 12, where Dr. Figl will be 
greeted by Secretary of State 
Acheson, Chief of Protocol Sim- 
mons and Assistant Secretary of 
State Perkins. While in Washing- 
ton, the Austrian Chancellor will 
be the guest of the Government 
and will stay at Blair House. 
In the afternoon of the 12th, Dr. 
Figl will lay a wreath on the 
grave of the Unknown Soldier in 
Arlington National Cemetery and 
one on George Washington’s grave 
in Mount Vernon, In the evening, 
the Chancellor will attend a din- 
ner given in his honor by the Austrian Ambassador. On May 
13 Dr. Figl will pay an official visit to theSecretary of State, 
after which he is to be President Truman’s guest at lunch. In 
the afternoon, the Austrian Ambassador will give a reception 
at the Army and Navy Country Club. On the following day, 
May 14, Dr. Figl will visit Secretary of Agriculture Brannan 
and Assistant Secretary of State Perkins, who will introduce 
him to the staff of the Department’s “Austrian Desk.’’ That

same afternoon, Mrs. Figl will 
visit the White House, while the 
Chancellor meets with Secretary 
of Commerce Sawyer. In the even- 
ing Secretary Acheson will give 
a dinner in Dr. Figl’s honor. In 
the forenoon of May 15 the Chan- 
cellor will be shown the Library 
of Congress andthe National 
Gallery, following which he will 
meet with Mr. Averell Harriman, 
Director of the Mutual. Security 
Agency. At noon Dr. Figl will be 
the guest of Vice President Bark- 
ley and Speaker of the House 
Sam Rayburn. This will be folk 
lowed by a luncheon, which a 

number of senators will attend 
and at which the Austrian Chan- 
cellor will deliver a speech. In 

the afternoon, Dr. Figl will visit 
Chief Justice Vinson. The eve- 
ning of the 15th will be taken up 

by an official dinner given by 
Ambassador Loewenthal. On Fri- 
day, the 16th, Chancellor Figl 
will fly to Williamsburg, Va,, for 
a visit to that city. On the 17th 
the Chancellor’s party is schedu- 
led to leave for Buffalo, N.Y. and on the 18th they will visit 
Niagara Falls. ThenDr. Figl will fly to Detroit, where he will 

be received by the Mayor on May 19. In Detroit, Chancellor 

Figl will hold a press conference and speak at a special 

luncheon in his honor at the Economic Club. In the afternoon 

he will be taken on a conducted tour of the Ford plants and 

in the evening he will be the guest of Mr. Henry Ford. On the 

following day the Austrian Chancellor will fly to Chicago, 

where he will be officially welcomed by the Mayor and where 

he will be guest of honor at a luncheon given by the Austrian 

Consul. In the evening he is to attend a dinner given in his 

honor by members of Austrian societies, to which he will also 
speak. On the 21st, Dr. Figl will fly to Madison, Wisc., where 
he will be welcomed by Governor Kohler of that state ,and 
where he plans to visit the University of Wisconsin and a 
few experimental farms. The morning of the 22nd will be de- 
voted to further tours and visits, and in the afternoon the 
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party will enplane for New York. On May 23 Chancellor Figl 
will be officially welcomed by Mayor Impellitteri, after which 
he will attend a luncheon given in his honor by the Overseas 
Press Club where he will also deliver an address, In the eve- 
ning of that day the Austrian Chancellor will be the guest of 
honor at a reception given by Dr. Franz Matsch, the Austrian 
Consul General in New York. May 24 and 25 will be devoted 
to an automobile trip along the Hudson, including a visit to 
Hyde Park whereChancellor Figl will deposit a wreath on the 
grave of Franklin Delano Roosevelt. In the forenoon of the 
26th Dr. Figl will visit U.N. Secretary-General Trygvie Lie, 
following which he will attend a luncheon party given by the 
Austrian Consul General and Observer to the U.N. Inthe 
evening a dinner is to be given in his honor by the Austrian 
Institute and the U.S.-Austrian Chamber of Commerce. At 8:30 
that evening, Dr. Figl will deliver an address at Hunter Col- 
lege. On the 27th Chancellor Figl will receive an Honorary 
Degree from Fordham University. At 5:00 P.M. the Austrian 
Chancellor and Mrs. Fig, accompanied by their party, will 
leave New York by plane for Paris, where they are scheduled 
to arrive at 2:35 P.M. on May 28th. 


BRIEF BIOGRAPHY OF CHANCELLOR LEOPOLD FIGL 

OF AUSTRIA. Dr. Leopold Figl, Federal Chancellor of Aus- 
tria, was born on October 2, 1902, at Rust, in the Province 

of Lower Austria. He was born into one of the oldest farm 

families in Austria whose history dates back to 1573. Dr. 

Figl studied at the ‘‘Gymnasium’’ of St. Poelten and at the 

Institute of Agriculture in Vienna, from which he graduated 

as an agricultural engineer. The leader of the farmers of 

Lower Austria who had occasion to observe Dr. Figl,while 

the latter was still a student, and noticed his unusual ability 
as an organizer, asked him to join in the service of the Low- 
er Austrian Farmers’ Federation. Dr. Figl enthusiastically 

undertook the task of building up and shaping the organiza- 
tion of that federation. In recognition of his able accomplish- 
ments, Dr. Figl was appointed first as an organizer, then as 
a speaker and spokesman, and later as director of the Lower 
Austrian Farmers’ Federation. He was freqently called upon 
to represent the Farmers’ Federation at international con- 
ferences abroad, where he gained considerable reputation 
as an expert in international agricultural affairs. In November 
1934 Dr. Figl was elected to the Austrian Federal Economic 
Council and in 1935 he was named to the post of director 
of the All-Austrian Farmers Federation. Immediately after the 
forced annexation of Austria in 1938, Dr. Figl, in whom the 
Nazis saw one of their most dangerous and obstinate oppo- 
nents, was arrested and interned at the concentration camp 
of Dachau. On May 10, 1943, Dr. Figl was released from im- 
prisonment, The day after his liberation he was again active- 
ly engaged in trying to rebuild the underground organization 
of Austria’s farmers. On October 10, 1944, he was again ar- 
rested by the Gestapo and accused of high treason and taken 
to the concentration camp of Mauthausen. Three hours before 
he was scheduled to go on trial there he was liberated on 
April 6, 1945, Within a few weeks he was able to reactivate 
the totally disorganized Austrian Farmers’ Federation, which 
rapidly gained strength to the point where today it has be- 
‘come one of the pillars of the new democratic and freely 


elected Austrian Government, Dr. Fig] was appointed under- 
secretary of State in the cabinet of Chancellor Renner’s 
Provisional Government in May, 1945. Already during the 
Nazi occupation, Dr. Figl had laid the foundation for a con- 
servative party, the Austrian People’s Party. In the first post- 
war election in November, 1945, the Austrian People’s Party 
pojled 49.8% of the popular vote and thus became Austria’s 
strongest single party. Dr. Figl, at that time National Secre- 
tary of the People’s Party, became Chancellor at the head 
of a coalition government. In the 1949elections the People’s 
Party retained its majority and Dr. Figl was again asked to 
head the Government. During the past few years, Dr. Figl 
has made state visits to neighboring Switzerland and to the 
capitals of the Scandinavian countries. He acted as Austria’s 
spokesman at the Foreign Ministers’ Conference in London 
in 1947. 


FEDERAL PRESIDENT KOERNER CELEBRATES HIS 79TH 
BIRTHDAY. Dr. Theodor Koerner, Federal President of 
Austria, celebrated his 79th birthday on April 24. Chancellor 
Leopold Figl and Vice Chancellor Adolf Schaerf called on 
him personally to convey their heartfelt wishes on behalf of 
the government. Until June 21, 1951, when the Austrian 
people elected him Federal President following the demise 
of President Karl Renner early that year, Dr. Koemer had 
been Mayor of Vienna. On the occasion of his birthday, the 
‘‘Wiener Zeitung’’ wrote: ‘‘The manner in which the affairs 
of the highest office of the state have been conducted has 
raised still further the stature of the man who has served his 
Austrian homeland so faithfully over a period of many de- 
cades. On his birthday, therefore, he can count on the very 
best and most heartfelt wishes of the entire nation.’’ 


FOREIGN MINISTER GRUBER DISCUSSES THE PRISONER- 
OF-WAR QUESTION. In reply to an interpellation in Parlia- 
ment, Austria’s Poreign Minister Dr. Gruber made the follow- 
ing statement in connection with the prisoner-of-war issue: 
‘‘Ever since the resumption of diplomatic relations with the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, the Austrian Federal 
Government has incessantly endeavored to bring about a 
solution of the prisoner-of-war question. After the last trans- 
port of Austrian prisoners-of-war from the Soviet Union ar- 
rived in Austria in November, 1950, the Soviet Foreign 
Ministry informed Austria’s diplomatic representatives in 
Moscow that there were no longer any repatriable Austrian 
prisoners of war in Russia. The only persons still detained 
there, so the Austrian Political Mission was advised, were 
those who had been sentenced for war crimes and now had to 
serve their sentences. Since then it has been one of the ma- 
jor assignments of the Austrian Political Mission in Moscow 
to ascertain the fate of those Austrians still being detained 
in Russia and to make every effort for obtaining their release 
and repatriation. Thanks to the intervention of our diplo- 
matic representatives, a group of 120 former prisoners of 
war were amnestied and released for repatriation by the So- 
viet Government. I shall continue to exhaust every possibili- 
ty to obtain the return of the Austrian prisoners of war still 
remaining in Russia. With regard to the cost of repatriation 
of those prisoners of war who have been released, I should 
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like to point out that as far back as September 25, 1947, the 
Austrian Federal Government expressly informed the Govern- 
ment of the Soviet Union that it would defray these costs.’’ 


TRIUMPHANT ARRIVAL OF ST. STEPHEN'S BELL IN 
VIENNA. On April 26, the large new bell of St. Stephen’s 
Cathedral in Vienna — traditionally known among the people 
as the Pummerin Bell — was ceremoniously installed and the 
Cathedral formally opened in a solemn ceremony. Among the 
guests of honor who attended the impressive ceremony were 
Federal President Theodor Koerner, Chancellor Leopold Figl, 
Vice Chancellor Adolf Schaerf, the members of the Austrian 
Federal Government, Nationalrat President Leopold Kunschak, 
People’s Party Chairman Ing. Julius Raab, Mayor of Vienna 
Franz Jonas, as well as the President of the Constitutional 
Court, Dr. Adamovich, the Allied High Commissioners and 
many members of the diplomatic corps. 

The Pummerin Bell was accompanied to the Cathedral 
by a procession through the Kaertnerstrasse in which groups 
in native Austrian costumes, youth groups and white-clad 
children participated. The bell itself rested on a flower-deck- 
ed flatcar. At the Stephansplatz the procession was greeted 
with a festive fanfare andthe ringing tones of a ‘‘Hymn to the 
Pummerin,’’ written and composed by Franz Karl Ginzkey 
and Rhomberg. In the name of the people of Upper Austria, 
where the bell was cast, Governor Gleissner of that province 
presented the Pummerin to the Archdiocese of Vienna and 
personally handed the deed of the gift to Archbishop Innitzer. 

Chancellor Figl then made a speech in which he said: 
“‘On behalf of the Austrian Federal Government, I should like 
to thank all those who have contributed to the reconstruction 
of the Cathedral. If there is anything that can reconcile us to 
the all too temporal spirit of our time it is the fact that ina 
comparatively short period of time we have succeeded in re- 
storing the Cathedral and its bell, which is one of the symbols 
of the historic road both it and we have travelled. We shall 
achieve peace and with it the day of Austria’s freedom, which 
the Pummerin shall herald with its tolling.’’ 

After Dr. Figl had spoken, Archbishop Innitzer proclaimed 
the symbolic opening of the gates and said: ‘‘St. Stephen’s 
Cathedral is dear to every Austrian, regardless of his or her 
convictions. It is the heart of the land.’’ 

This was followed by the reading of a proclamation which 
the Cardinal then immured in one of the pillars of the church. 
On the occasion of the bell’s consecration, Chancellor Figl 
gave a reception at the Federal Chancellery which was at- 
tended by Vice Chancellor Schaerf and the members of the 
government. 

Pope Pius XII, in a radio address broadcast from the Va- 
tican, spoke to the Austrian people as follows: ‘‘What you 
have accomplished is a tremendous achievement which we re- 
gard as evidence of your resolute will to work your way 
through the distress and insecurity of these years to the hap- 
py days of well-being, freedom and peace. St. Stephen’s Ca- 
thedral is a landmark of your city which deserves the place 
of honor it occupies in the spiritual center of this globe. 
Vienna also overcame the terrible emergency of the year 1683 
when her downfall appeared imminent. The victory that was 
achieved then was not only one of arms, but also a victory 


of Christian thought —a victory of Christian morality and way 
of life.’’ 

In his reply to Pope Pius XII, Cardinal Innitzer said: 
‘‘Holy Father! With deep-felt emotion and reverent gratitude, 
the great mass of the faithful in the restored Cathedral of St. 
Stephen, and by radio far beyond that to the very borders of 
Austria, have hearkened untothe message of Your Holiness, 
which for us was the highlight of this festive occasion. May 


God grant the fatherly wishes of Your Holiness for our 
people.’’ 


APPEAL ON BEHALF OF AUSTRIA AT THE INTERPAR. 
LIAMENTARY UNION MEETING IN NICE. At the meeting 
of the Council of the Interparliamentary Union which was 
held in Nice at the end of April, 1952, Deputy Dr. Koref 
(Socialist) made the following statement on behalf of the 
Austrian delegation, with the full backing of Deputy Dr. 
Ludwig (People’s Party): ‘‘Among the current issues facing 
the Interparliamentary Union, the question of Austria is far 
from being the least important and I believe that the Inter- 
parliamentary Union should take advantage of the fact that 
precisely in Austria full Parliamentary freedom is being en- 
croached upon and finally demand that the Parliamentary 
rights of the Austrian Republic be restored. This should take 
the form of an active and energetic resolution and public ap- 
peal to the world. It would lead too far to list in detail here 
all the various encroachments, which are indeed a matter of 
public knowledge. Nor do I wish to enter into further par- 
ticulars on the question of the heavy financial burdens impos- 
ed upon our state by the three so-called liberators (on this 
point, thank God, the United States is in a special position), 
although this chapter, too, belongs to the agenda of the Inter- 
parliamentary Union. These statements of the Austrian dele- 
gation are not intended only to bring aid to our country, but 
above all to urge a moral action which, in the eyes of the 
whole world, will also enhance the position of the Inter- 


parliamentary Union and restore the standing to which it is 
rightfully entitled.’’ 


USIA SMUGGLES MOTOR VEHICLES INTO AUSTRIA. The 
economic war being waged by the Soviet-controlled USIA 
enterprises against the Austrian state has taken a new tum, 
according to a recent report in the ‘‘Arbeiter-Zeitung,‘‘ the 
official organ of the Austrian Socialist Party. That paper 
learns that the USIA is smuggling a large number of motor 
vehicles into Austria from Eastern Germany and Czechoslo- 
vakia; the USIA has not been granted any import licenses 
for these vehicles nor has it paid customs duties on them. 
Theseillegal transactionsare said to involve about a hundred 
passenger cars of the EMW 3421 luxury type(this is the desig- 
nation now being given to the East German BMW which is 
manufactured at Eisenach with an American body) and some 
200 BMW motorcycles of the 350-cc. class, as well as 150 
Czechoslovak CZ motorcycles of the 125-cc. class. The 
passenger cars are being offered at a price of about 55,000 
schillings per vehicle. The motorcycles are on display at 
the USIA stores and have a sales tag of about 9,000 schil- 
lings. Inasmuch as these motor vehicles constitute contra- 
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band, anyone who buys such a vehicle must be prepared for 
the fact that he will surely be refused a license to operate 
it, since in order to obtain such a license he would have to 
submit evidence that an import permit was granted and that 
the customs duties were duly paid. 


AUSTRIAN COALITION PARTIES AGREE ON NEW MEA- 
SURES TO REDUCE BUDGET DEFICIT. The efforts of the 
Austrian Coalition Government to offset part of the budgetary 
deficit have finally led to satisfactory results at the end of 
April. It was agreed that the population would be spared 
further direct taxes, and that a large part of the deficit would 
be covered by the introduction of sound economy measures.

MINISTER OF COMMERCE BOECK-GREISSAU STRESSES 
PRIORITY OF EXPORTS. Austria’s Minister of Commerce 
Boeck-Greissau opened this year’s Spring Fair in Graz at 
the end of April with a speech in which he said: ‘‘The Fo- 
reign Trade Act expires on June 30, 1952, and I am now en- 
gaged in a major fight to advocate and defend a bill for the 
extension of this law. Our export economy is definitely in 
need of special support and promotion. That is why the Aus- 
trian Ministry of Commerce is working out an Export Promo- 
tion Act, which in addition to organizational measures de- 
signed to promote exports will also include material aid and 
relief in the fields of taxation, allocation of raw materials 
and granting of credits. For one thing must be established 
in our economy: our exports must have priority.’’ 


IN 1951 AUSTRIA'’S CONSUMER GOODS FAR BEHIND CAP. 
ITAL GOODS INDUSTRY. A recent publication revealed 
that in 1951 the output of Austria’s consumer goods industry 
trailed far behind that of the capital goods industry. Last year 
total industrial production was 64%; above the 1937 level 
and the employment index was 65.3% higher; the level of pro- 
ductivity, however, was 0 7% below the 1937 figure. Whereas 
the output of durable goods exceeded the prewar index by 
107.4% the production of perishbale goods, which consist 
Primarily of consumer goods, increased by only 28%. The 
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greatest production increase was recorded in the non-ferrous 
metallurgical industry, where the:output was 210% above the 
1937 level or more than triple the prewar production. The 

second largest increase was achieved by the foundries where 
the output was 135.6% above the prewar level; the third lar- 
gest increase (125.5%) was in the machine industry. Among the 
industries exclusively in private hands, the output of the 

shoe and leather industry was still 5.5% below the prewar 
index, whereas production in the paper industry was 7.8% 

above the 1937 level; that of the textile industry 10% above, 
that of the food industry 22.5% above and that of the tobacco 
industry 29.4% above the prewar figures. Of a total of about 
2.1 billion schillings in investment funds from ERP counter- 
part releases, the basic industries received approximately 

1.35 billion, or 64%. The basic industries and the paper 
industry together accounted for almost 80% of total ERP in- 
vestments. On the other hand, the, gas, wood, textile, con- 
struction materials, shoe and leather industries together re- 
received only 10.9%, of which 7.2% alone were allocated to 
the textile and wood industries. 


AUSTRIA’S LEVEL OF UNEMPLOYED IN MARCH 1952. 
At the end of March, 1952, 190,293 persons were registered 
as unemployed in Austria. This figure reflects a decrease 
of 24,810 since February 1952. The downward trend was 
mainly due to intensified building activity in spite of the 
somewhat unfavorable weather conditions, inasmuch as 84.8% 
of the total reduction in unemployment is the direct result of 
increased employment in the building trades. 


AUSTRIAN MACHINE INDUSTRY EXPORTS IN 1951.In 1951 
the Austrian machine industry increased the export of its 
products considerably. In the field of non-electrical machi- 
nery, the 1950 export figure of 8,914 tons more than doubled 
to reach a 1951 total of 18,063 tons. Some 23% of all machine 
exports consisted of transportation equipment, 16% of steam 
boilers, 10% each of metal-working machinery and internal- 
combustion engines, and the balance was made up of agri- 
cultural machinery and various special equipment. Although 
in 1951 almost all Austrian machine-producingplants operat- 
ed at full capacity, with some individual plants increasing 
their output to as much as 70% of the prewar level, there have 
been signs of a decline in production since the end of last 
year. This drop in production is attributed in part to a short- 
age of materials, and in part to a scarcity of money on the 
domestic market. The machine industry’s exports, on the oth- 
er hand, have remained constant in volume. 


INCREASING DOWNSTREAM TRAFFIC ON THE DANUBE. 
The Danube Steamship Company reports that in March, 1952, 
a total of 171,000 tons of coal have been shipped downstream 
on the Danube and unloaded in Linz. This figure represents 
an increase of 25,000 tons over the February volume and of 
77,000 tons over the January total. The downstream traffic 
of miscellaneous commercial commodities increased from 

950 tons in February to 1900 tons in March. Upstream ship- 
ments in March which were below those of February totalled

Austria’s Minister of Commerce 
Boeck-Greissau opened this year’s Spring Fair in Graz at 
the end of April with a speech in which he said: ‘‘The Fo- 
reign Trade Act expires on June 30, 1952, and I am now en- 
gaged in a major fight to advocate and defend a bill for the 
extension of this law. Our export economy is definitely in 
need of special support and promotion. That is why the Aus- 
trian Ministry of Commerce is working out an Export Promo- 
tion Act, which in addition to organizational measures de- 
signed to promote exports will also include material aid and 
relief in the fields of taxation, allocation of raw materials 
and granting of credits. For one thing must be established 
in our economy: our exports must have priority.’’ 


IN 1951 AUSTRIA'S CONSUMER GOODS FAR BEHIND CAP. 
ITAL GOODS INDUSTRY. A recent publication revealed 
that in 1951 the output of Austria’s consumer goods industry 
trailed far behind that of the capital goods industry. Last year 
total industrial production was 64% above the 1937 level 
and the employment index was 65.3% higher; the level of pro- 
ductivity, however, was 0 7% below the 1937 figure. Whereas 
the output of durable goods exceeded the prewar index by 
107.4% the production of perishbale goods, which consist 
primarily of consumer goods, increased by only 28%. The 
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greatest production increase was recorded in the non-ferrous 
metallurgical industry, where the output was 210% above the 
1937 level or more than triple the prewar production. The 

second largest increase was achieved by the foundries where 
the output was 135.6% above the prewar level; the third lar- 
gest increase (125.5%) was in the machine industry Among the 
industries exclusively in private hands, the output of the 

shoe and leather industry was still 5.5% below the prewar 
index, whereas production in the paper industry was 7.8% 

above the 1937 level; that of the textile industry 10% above, 
that of the food industry 22.5% above and that of the tobacco 
industry 29.4% above the prewar figures. Of a total of about 
2.1 billion schillings in investment funds from ERP counter- 
part releases, the basic industries received approximately 

1.35 billion, or 64%. The basic industries and the paper 
industry together accounted for almost 80% of total ERP in- 
vestments. On the other hand, the gas, wood, textile, con- 
struction materials, shoe and leather industries together re- 
received only 10.9%, of which 7.2% alone were allocated to 
the textile and wood industries. 


AUSTRIA'S LEVEL OF UNEMPLOYED IN MARCH 1952. 
At the end of March, 1952, 190,293 persons were registered 
as unemployed in Austria. This figure reflects a decrease 
of 24,810 since February 1952. The downward trend was 
mainly due to intensified building activity in spite of the 


somewhat unfavorable weather conditions, inasmuch as 84.8% 


of the total reduction in unemployment is the direct result of 
increased employment in the building trades.

AUSTRIAN MACHINE INDUSTRY EXPORTS IN 1951.1n 1951 
the Austrian machine industry increased the export of its 
products considerably. In the field of non-electrical machi- 
nery, the 1950 export figure of 8,914 tons more than doubled 
to reach a 1951 total of 18,063 tons. Some 23% of all machine 
exports consisted of transportation equipment, 16% of steam 
boilers, 10% each of metal-working machinery and internal- 
combustion engines, and the balance was made up of agri- 
cultural machinery and various special equipment.

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COAL MINE INVESTMENT PROGRAM TO BE COMPLETED 
THIS YEAR. The current development program of Austria’s 
coal mines is expected to be completed this year. This 
should enable the industry to reach an annual output of 
6,000,000 tons in 1953, if the mines are operated at full 
capacity. In 1947, 30,000,000 schillings were made avail- 
able by the Austrian State for the development of the coun- 
try’s coal mines. In addition, a total of 271,200,000 schil- 
lings was provided from ERP funds between 1948 and 1951. 
For 1952, some 55,000,000 schillings have been earmarked 
from public funds for the completion of the current projects 
and an additional 150,000,000 schillings from ERP counter- 
part funds. The output of 6,000,000 tons planned for 1952 
will constitute the production ceiling for the mines now in 
operation. 


BREAD SUPPLY IN AUSTRIA. To feed her 5,000,000 non- 
agricultural population, Austria needs almost 800,000 tons 
of bread grain per year. Domestic deliveries to date total 
235,000 tons. The following imports are scheduled for 1951- 
1952: 322,000 tons from the United States, 26,000 tons from 
South America, 21,000 tons from Eastem Europe, and 83,000 
tons from EPU countries. Most of the negotiations for these 
imports have been completed. In 1951-1952, Austria will 
also have to import 442,000 tons of animal feed. 


POLITICAL ECONOMY CONFERENCE TO BE HELD IN 
BAD ISCHL. The annual Conference of Political Economy 
organized by the Society of Political Economy of Upper Aus- 
tria will be held this year in Bad Ischl, from August 24 to 30. 
The main theme of discussion is ‘‘The Economic Integration 
of Europe.’’ The following papers will be delivered: Austria’s 
Minister of Finance Dr. Kamitz will give a paper on ‘‘Aus- 
tria’s Economic Policy and European Economic Integration’’; 
Prof. Roepke, the well-known Swiss political economist will 
discuss ‘‘Centralization and Decentralization as Systems of 
European Political Economy? Prof. Verdross-Drossberg, Rec- 
tor of the University of Vienna, will speak on “International 
Law and Domestic Economy.’’ 


AUSTRIA'S SHARE OF TRIESTE'S VOLUME OF TRAFFIC. 
In 1951 shipments to and from Austria accounted for some 
72% of the total volume of business done by the port of Tries- 
te. Although in 1950 exports and imports were about equally 
balanced proportionally, 1951saw a decrease in Austria’s ex- 
ports through Trieste, which dropped to 64% of all exports 
throygh that port. This decrease, however, was fully offset 
by an increase in Austrian imports, which rose to 82% of all 
imports handled by the port. Overall tonnage figures for 1951 
indicate that of Trieste’s total export volume of 845,200 
tons, Austrian goods accounted for some 544,000tons. Of the 
port’s total import volume of 1,578,564 tons, 1,298,253 tons 
were consigned to Austria. The corresponding figures for 1950 
were as follows: total volume of exports — 1,141,966 tons, 
of which Austria’s share was 821,475 tons; total volume of 
imports — 1,438,014 tons, of which Austria’s share was 1,043,- 
385 tons. In 1937 Austrian shipments accounted for only 31% 
of Trieste’s export traffic and only 48% of its import traffic. 


CULTURE AND SCIENCE 


PROF. PICK TO RECEIVE HONORARY VIENNA DEGREE 
AT 80TH ANNIVERSARY. On May 19th, at the celebration 
of his 80th birthday, the University of Vienna will confer 
its very rarely given Honorary Doctorate of Medicine upon 
the Austro-American bio-chemist and pharmacologist, Profes- 
sor Ernst Peter Pick, pioneer researcher in the field of cell 
chemistry and biology, whose discoveries laid the basis for 
modern immunology and helped point the way now being fol- 
lowed in the search for a cancer cure. 

Three eminent scientific societies will unite to honor 
Professor Pick at a celebration to be held on the evening of 
May 19th at the Master Institute, 310 Riverside Drive. The 
three host organizations will be represented by their presi- 
dents, Dr. Josef Novak, who is also chairman of the celebra- 
tion committee, for The Medical Circle; Dr. Kurt Stern for the 
American Society of European Chemists, Dr. Herbert Elias 
for The Rudolf Virchow Medical Society. Addresses will be 
delivered by Dr. Otto Loewi, Nobel Prize winner in Chemis- 
try and Dr. Hans Molitor of Merck Institute, assistant of Pro- 
fessor Pick. The University of Vienna will be represented 
by Dr. Franz Bruecke, the Austrian Institute by Mr. Frederick 
Taylor, Mt. Sinai Hospital by Professor Klemperer, the Aus- 
trian University League by Professor Victor Hess of Ford- 
ham, Nobel Prize-winner in physics. Dr. Fritz Silberstein of 
the North Temperance Hospital, London, will come to New 
York for the occasion. All the local universities and scien- 
tific institutes will send representatives to honor the man 
whose work on agglutin and anti-bodies led to the ‘‘Antigen’’ 
explanation of infection mechanics and established the prin- 
ciples of ‘‘specificity’’ in relation to the protein molecule. 
A letter of appreciation from Dr. Ernst Kolb, Austrian Minis- 
ter of Education, will be read. 

Professor Pick who took his doctorate in 1899, and made 
his first great discoveries as early as 1905, was dean of the 
Medical Faculty of Vienna 1932-33, Director of the Vienna 
Pharmacological Institute, 1934-38, became pharmacologist 
at Mt. Sinai Hospital in 1938, is presently consulting pharma- 
cologist of the Therapeutic Branch of Merck. He is one of 
the most appreciated figures in contemporary science. The 
Vienna degree has not been conferred since 1936. 


AUSTRIAN GOVERNMENT TO SPONSOR PRODUCTION OF 
FILM ON AUSTRIA. ‘The Austrian Federal Government 
recently decided to sponsor a film on Austria which is to go 
into production this summer. The film will be produced by 
Wien-Film Ltd. and directed by Wolfgang Liebeneiner. 


EXHIBITION OF AUSTRIAN ART TREASURES IN OSLO. 
The exhibition of Austrian arttreasures which toured the U.S. 
and Canada during the past years, was shown in nine cities 
and seen by about two and a half million people, will be 
opened during the second half of May in Oslo, where it is 
Scheduled to remain on view until July 15, 1952. The exhi- 
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bition includes 100 paintings, 250 art objects, numerous 
tapestries and twenty objects from the Weapons Collection 
of the Vienna Museum of Art and from other Viennese col- 
lections. 


‘DANUBE EXHIBITION’’ DURING VIENNA FESTIVAL. 
During the Vienna Festival Weeks from May 17 to June 12, 
1952, the Vienna ‘‘Kuenstlerhaus’’ will present an impres- 
sive exhibition entitled ‘‘Donau - Strom der Heimat’’ to il- 
lustrate the important role played by the Danube in Austria’s 
history, as reflected in works of art and historic documents, 
The exhibition will include prehistoric and archaeological 
remains, such as, for example, the famous ‘‘Venus of Willen- 
dorf’’ or the findings from the excavation of the Roman city 
of Camuntum (45 km east of Vienna), in addition to manu- 
scripts and documents of medieval literature and music as 
well as paintings of the so-called Danube School at the time 
of Albrecht Altdorfer (who died in 1538) and present-day 
works of art. To date, no less than fourteen exhibitions 
have been scheduled for the period of the Vienna Festival 
by museums and other institutions. 


STUDIO SHOW AT THE VIENNA “SECESSION’’ ART CLUB. 
The Vienna ‘‘Secession’’ is presenting its traditional Spring 
Exhibition under the title, ‘‘A Show at the Studio’’, and for 
this purpose has selected chiefly such pictures as would 
normally remain in the studios of the artists. The feature 
attraction of the show, comprising works of graphic art and 
small water colors, derives its main interest from the fact 
that such ‘‘studio’’ works reveal an artist’s personality and 
style much more vividly. A major number of distinguished 


Viennese painters and graphic artists are represented in this 
Studio Show. 


ANTI-TETANUS VACCINATION DISCUSSED AT MEDICAL 

SOCIETY MEETING. Professor H. Kunz recently spoke on 

the questionof activeimmunization against tetanus at a meet- 
ing of the Austrian Medical Society. He called for intro- 

duction of protective inoculation against the disease, a 

measure which has already been under consideration in Aus- 

tria, and cited the high mortality resulting from tetanus. 
During the four-year period between 1947 and 1950, a total 

of 519 persons died of tetanus in Austria; 33% of these were 

young people under twenty years of age. The Vienna In- 
stitute of Serotherapy has for some time now been producing 

compound vaccines which can be used for simultaneous pro- 
tective inoculation against diphtheria, ‘scarlet fever, whoop- 
ing cough and tetanus. Any desired combination of the 

various vaccines is now available. 


NEW TREATMENT FOR TRIGEMINAL NEURALGIA, An 
Austrian professor, Dr. Rudolf Ullik, has recently discovered 
an effective treatment for trigeminal neuralgia, which is a 
toxic infection of the trigeminal nerve. The procedure fol- 
lowed, which has shown itself to be quite promising, as well 
as comparatively painless for the patient, consists in the 
interruption of the conductivity of the nerve branches by in- 


jecting high-percentage alcohol at the point in the bony 
structure of the face where these nervelets emerge. This 
peripheral ‘‘blocking-out’’ was generally found to last only 
a few years. In order to produce permanent relief from pain, 
it was found, one may inject the alcohol into the so-called 
‘‘gasserian ganglion’’, which is a nerve center located at 
the base of the skull. In order to sever the nerve communi- 
cation a long needle is inserted, from the surface of the face 
to the base of the skull. A small quantity of 96% alcohol is 
then injected into the ganglion. This destroys the nerve 
cells and eliminates the pain completely and permanently. 


RESEARCH INSTITUTE FOR CONTEMPORARY EURO- 
PEAN PROBLEMS. The ‘‘Forschungsinstitut fiir europaische 
Gegenwartskunde’’ (Research Institute for Contemporary 
European Problems) in Vienna, one of the liveliest meeting 
places of the younger generation of Austrian intellectuals, 
has just issued its program for the summer semester of 1952, 
which includes the following lectures, discussions and semi- 
nars: Professor John O. McCormick from Harvard University - 
‘*The American Novel since 1900”; Andreas Liess, a Vien- 
nese music critic - ‘‘Contemporary Music and the Spirit of 
Europe’’; Andre Espiau de la Maestre from the Institut Fran- 
cais de Vienne - ‘‘George Bernanos and the World Today’’; 
O.R. Goldman, US delegate to the UN - ‘‘Problems of Inter- 
national Matrimonial Law’’; Fritz Heer of Vienna - ‘‘The Role 
of the Journalist in our Time’’; Amsel Jacob of Paris - ‘‘Al- 
bert Camus or the Attempts to Find a Common Denominator.”’; 
Regamey of Paris - ‘‘De L’Art Non-figuratif’’. Discussions 
will also be held on ‘‘The Economic Union of Europe’”’, 
‘‘Errors and Shortcomings of Legislation’’, and ‘‘The Artistic 
Film and the Documentary’’. The five seminars will deal 
with problems of contemporary history, economy, city and 
country planning, and logic. 


BIENNIAL PHOTO SHOW TO BE HELD IN SALZBURG. 
The second Biennial Photography Show will be held in Salz- 
burg between July 8 and 19, 1952. A total of 375 photographs 
are to be shown. Each participating country selects its best 
exhibits, which must not exceed 17, in a national competi- 
tion. The FIAP (Federation Internationale de L’Art Photo- 
graphique) will also hold its congressin Salzburg, from July 
7 to July 9, 1952. 


NEW VIENNESE MOSAIC WORK. Vienna is today the center 
of a movement to revive Austria’s mosaic art. To that end, 
the Wienerberger Ziegelfabrik has, after a long period of ex- 
pensive research, developed a new material for inlaid work 
consisting of narrow colored faience strips, from which the 
necessary tesserae are cut. To facilitate the working pro- 
cedure, these little pieces are not assembled on a wall but 
on a work bench. The joints are then poured out and the 
slabs thus obtained fastened to the wall. One mosaic by 
Erich Huber reached a height of twenty-four and a half feet. 
The mosaic paintings are expected to be used primarily in 
private residences and one-family houses. 
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NEW OPERA BY EGON WELLESZ. The famous Austrian 
musicologist and composer Egon Wellesz, who has been 
teaching at Oxford for many years, recently completed an 
opera based on William Congreve’s novel ‘‘Incognita, or 
Love and Duty Reconciled’’. The plot, which takes place 
in Florence, involves a case of mistaken identity. Wellesz 
has written a rich score for this work, with typically operatic 
orchestration, although the composer refrained from stamping 
the work with any individual musical style. After Joseph 
Haydn and Hans Richter, Egon Wellesz is the third Austrian 
musician to have received anHonorary Doctorate from Oxford. 


VIENNA CHOIR BOYS PERFORM INENGLAND AND SOUTH 
AFRICA. The Vienna Choir Boys, now on tour abroad, re- 
cently arrived in Capetown for a number of guest performanc- 
es. The famous ensemble will concertize in South Africa un- 
til May. Previously, the group had made several appearances 
in England at the time of King George VI’s death, as a result 
of which the program of some of the concerts in Manchester 
was changed. The Vienna Choir Boys kept up with events, 
and, when singing the British National Anthem, duly changed 
the text to ‘‘God Save the Queen’’. These words had not been 
heard in England sine the death of Queen Victoriaand a num- 
ber of British papers were quick to point out that a majority 
of the people who attended the concerts had heard this ver- 
sion of the national anthem for the first time in their lives as 
rendered by the Vienna Choir Boys. 
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COST OF LAST YEAR'S SALZBURG FESTIVAL. The fi- 
nal financial statement on the 1951 Salzburg Festival indi- 
cates an overall expenditure of 8,206,415 schillings, of 
which 1,267,958 were for actual festival performances and 
closely related activities. The receipts during the festival 
season proper amounted to 5,239,828 schillings, to which 
must be added an additional 236,595 schillings derived as 
a result of other activities during the rest of the year. Sub- 
sidies and contributions accounted for 3,993,000 schillings, 
thus bringing the total income to 9,469,424. The financial 
balance therefore showed a surplus of 1,263,010 schillings. 

The least expensive production last year was that of the 
“‘Magic Flute,’’ which involved a cost of 7,514 schillings. 
After that the figures rise rapidly. ‘‘Idomeneo’’ cost 25,128 
schillings to produce, ‘‘Der zerbrochene Krug’’ came to 
29,188 schillings, ‘‘Everyman’’ came to 35,803, ‘‘As You 
Like It’’ to 40,611 and ‘‘Othello’”’ to 61,420 schillings. The 
most expensive production was ‘‘Wozzek’’ which cost 65,521 
schillings. 

The total cost for this year’s festival has been estimated 
at about ten million schillings. The 1952 program includes 
23 opera performances, 18 non-operatic theater performances 


and 20 concerts — a total of 61 events, as compared to 59 
last year, 


JOSEPH WEINHEBER’S SELECTED POEMS PUBLISHED. 
A selection of poems by Joseph Weinheber (1892 - 1945), 
one of Austria’s leading poets of the inter-war period, -has 
been published on the occasion of the 60th anniversary of 
his birth under the title “Ueber alle Masse liebte ich die 
Kunst” The book has been edited by Weinheber’s friend 
Friedrich Sacher. 


MAX REINHARDT’S WIDOW PROMOTES NEW DRAMATIC 
TALENT. Miss Helene Thimig, the widow of Max Reinhardt, 
internationally famous theatrical producer, will play the 
leading part in the drama ‘‘Die Strasse nach Cavarcere’’, by 
Harald Zusanek, with which the US Touring Theater is going 
to tour the Austrian Provinces this summer. ‘‘Die Strasse 
nach Carvarcere’’ was the prize-winning play in the compe- 
tition recently arranged by the American-run Vienna evening 
paper, ‘‘Wiener Kurier’’. By accepting the leading part Miss 
Thimig is making her contribution to the paper’s efforts to 
promote talented young authors. 


TWO NEW PLAYS BY YOUNG AUSTRIAN AUTHOR. During 
Easter Week a new play by the young Austrian playwright 
Rudolf Bayr, ‘‘Sappho and Alkaios’’, was presented at the 
Graz (Styria) Schauspielhaus. This drama deals with the fate 
of Sappho, the Greek tyric poetess, and was written under 
the influence of poetry fragments by Alkaios, an ancient 
Greek poet, which were published for the first time in 1941. 
This play hasno connection with the classical tragedy ‘‘Sap- 
pho’’ by Franz Grillparzer (1791-1872). 

A new version of Sophocles’ ‘‘Oedipus at Colonos’’ by Ru- 
dolf Bayr has been accepted by the Vienna Burgtheater and 
scheduled for early production. Rudolf Bayr, bor in Linz in 
1919, went to the University of Vienna. He now lives in the 
Austrian capital, where he is acquiring a fine reputation as a 
writer, lyric poet and journalist. His play ‘‘K6nigslegende’’ 
was performed for the first time three years ago in Graz. 


VIENNA BROADCASTING STATION HELPS YOUNG CON- 
DUCTORS. The Vienna ‘‘Ravag’’ radio network recently 
took steps to help promising young conductors by providing 
them with special opportunities to show their talent. Thus, 
two graduates from the conductors’ school of the Vienna 
State Academy of Music and Dramatic Art, Wolfgang Gabriel 
and Peter Traunfellner, recently conducted a concert with 
the main ‘‘Ravag’’ Orchestra. Gabriel, who had previously 
made a number of successful public appearances, conducted 
Schumann’s ‘‘Overture-Scherzo-Finale’’ and the rather diffi- 
cult ‘‘Variations on a Theme by Purcell’’ by Benjamin Brit- 
ten; Traunfellner conducted the ‘‘Ballet Suite’’ by Hans Gall 
and the symphonic poem ‘‘Der wilde Jager’’ by Cesar Franck. 


This double debut met with lively interest in Vienna musical 
circles.

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ONE YEAR ‘‘ AUSTRIAN TRADE BULLETIN” 

With this issue, the Austrian Trade Bulletin rounds out 
its first year of publication. When, on June 1, 1951, the first 
Austrian Trade Bulletin was launched as a supplement to the 
‘*Austrian Information Bulletin,”’it was realized that this pro- 
ject might fail to achieve its goal - a goal which was stated 
in these words:‘‘to help establish closer and ever closer con- 
nections between Austria and the United States; -- to aid Aus- 
trian exporters as well as American importers; -- and to dis- 
tribute such information as might be helpful to American in- 
dustry and business.’’ After 12 months we can now say that 
the project has turned out to be successful. Inquiries and 
letters, based on information appearing in the Austrian Trade 
Bulletin, have been received from the East and the West, from 
the North and the South. Businessmen in Los Angeles wrote 
us, as they did their colleagues in New Orleans, Milwaukee 
and Philadelphia. A list of the cities from which letters have 
been received on the basis of information published in the 
Austrian Trade Bulletin would read like a roster of America’s 
business centers. Businessmen also wrote in from Mexico and 
Canada (where there are independent Austrian Trade Dele- 
gate’s offices). An innovation was introduced some months 
ago when it was decided to incorporate pictures into the Aus- 
trian Trade Bulletin. Following their enthusiastic reception, 
the editors plan to publish more pictures - as soon as certain 
financial questions in this connection are solved. In the mean- 
time, the Austrian Trade Bulletin, on the eve of its first birth- 
day, invites its readers to continue to send in their inquiries. 
The editors are grateful for the many laudatory messages re- 
ceived, and appreciate any criticism or suggestions which 
will help make the Austrian Trade Bulletin a still better and 
more useful link between this country and Austria. 


RECORD-BREAKING IMPORTS FROM AUSTRIA IN FEB- 
RUARY. Forthe first time imports from Austria tothe United 
States have exceeded three million dollars per month. In Feb- 
ruary, they totalled approximately $3,100,000, an increase of 
about one half million dollars over the highest previous 
monthly figure (November 1951). Nitrogenous fertilizer with 
slightly over $1,000,000 accounted for almost exactly one 
third of the total imports ($1,000,000 worth of ammonium ni- 
trate, $34,000 worth of calcium nitrate). Rhinestone imports 
totalled approximately $636,000; imports of wool manufac- 
tures brought approximately $451,000, which is $100,000 
more than the previous high; knitted hose imports alone 
amounted to approximately $261,000; and knitted outerwear 
netted about $181,000. Dead bumed magnesite was imported 


during the month of February for a total value of approximate- 
ly $399,000 (up to now the highest figure was approximately 
$210,000). A selection of other leading import items during 
the month of February 1952 covers a variety of Austrian 
export goods: marten-fur approx. $10,700, feathers for beds 
approx. $18,500, sugar candies approx. $4,400, malt-liquors 
approx. $2,500, cigarettes approx. $4,800, cotton manu fac- 
tures approx. $25,300 (mechanically laced handkerchiefs, 
embroidered articles, towels), jute burlaps approx. $84,400, 
silk manufactures approx. $4,600 (woven fabrics, embroidered 
wearing apparel), staple fibre approx. $68,400, soft pine wood 
approx. $4,300, fumiture approx. $2,200, surface paper 
approx. $2,100, blown glass approx. $31,200, glass bottles 
approx. $2,600, chandeliers and illuminating articles approx. 
$1,700, china decorations and omaments approx. $4,100, ce- 
ramics approx. $2,100, brick iron approx. $59,800, wire rods 
approx. $34,000, steel bars approx. $21,300, steel plates 
approx. $11,600, nails approx. $26,000, scythes and sickles 
approx. $12,000, umbrella ribbons and stretchers approx. 
$3,800, grinding machinery approx. $7,700, compressors ap- 
prox. $3,200, motorcycles approx. $2,100, naphtalene approx. 
$5,700, sodium compounds approx. $5,300, dice and chips 
approx, $1,800, hunting rifles and shotguns approx. $5,200, 
books approx. $3,300, stamps approx. $1,300, art objects and 
antiques approx.$32,300, imitation beads approx. $1,900, etc., 
etc. 


A NEW AUSTRIAN INDUSTRIAL GEARLESS SHIFT. 
A group of Austrian engineers has succeded in constructing 
a new gearless shift for industrial use. The new gearless 
shift can be used with machines of 1 to 6 HP including ma- 
chine tools, pumps, certain presses, etc. A shift for 7 to 12 
HP type machines is under construction and is expected to be 
ready to go into production in 1953. Some licenses for the 
foreign manufacture of these Austrian gearless shifts have al- 
ready been granted in some instances, although other licens- 
es are still under negotiation (1227). 


AUSTRIA EXHIBITS iN WASHINGTON, D.C. Austria will 
this year again participate in the International Trade Exhibit 
to be held at the U.S. Department of Commerce in Washington, 
D.C., from May 18 through the 25th. Featured among the ex- 
hibits will be famous Austrian china; crystal glass; hunting 
rifles; blouses; ceramics; chocolates and sweets; small hol- 
low glass figurines; buttons; wines; miniature fumiture; mini- 
ature animal figurines; Tyrolean hats; sweaters; ski boots; 
skis; ski bindings; goggles, lighters, and a ‘‘Microtome.”’ 


AUSTRIAN HUNTING RIFLES. Austrian hunting rifle in- 
dustry has reached an annual production of more than 7,000 
rifles, according to recent reports. Approximately one-half 
of the output came from Austria’s famous Steyr Works whose 
Mannlicher-Schoenauer hunting rifles are famous the world 
over, while the other half came from smaller manufacturers 
grouped in and around Ferlach, Carinthta. At the present 
time, 90% of all Austrian hunting rifles are being exported. 
The industry reports that their sales prospects are very good, 
and that there is no shortage of orders. Information desired 
by possible representatives in the United States of Austrian 
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hunting rifle manufacturers may be obtained from the Office 
of the Austrian Trade Delegate (1228). 


AUSTRIAN WINES. Leading Austrian wines have been intro- 
duced on the American market, not only in the East, but 
also in the Middle West and West,.a leading American wine 
importer recently reported to the Office of the Austrian Trade 
Delegate. The Austrian wines now available in this country 
include Gumpoldskirchner Riesling Spaetlese of Weingut 
Weigl; Gumpoldskirchner and Kremser Auslese Gruener Velt- 
liner of Weingut Fritz Salomon, Krems. States in which lead- 
ing hotels, restaurants and liquor stores are already selling 
Austrian wines include New York, California, Illinois, Wis- 
consin and Ohio. The name of the importer is available from 
the Office of the Austrian Trade Delegate (1229). 


TOY TEXTILE LOOMS. Samples of a toy textile loom, pric- 
ed at $4.70 c.i.f. New York, are expected to arrive at the 
Office of the Austrian Trade Delegate, 25 Broad Street, New 
York 4, in the very near future. The new toy, though of course 
a midget edition of a regular loom, works just as well as a 
real machine, and will enable children to weave a wide vari- 
ety of fabrics. Also available is a larger loom priced at $6.85 
c.i.f. New York. Discounts on larger quantities are offered 
by the Austrian exporter (1232).

PROGRESS REPORT. The following letter was received 
from a leading American importer of scientific instruments: -

‘‘Kofler Hot Bench’’, also manufactured in Austria. This 
equipment enables determination of melting points of organic 
substances within a few seconds. As you know, Austria 
makes a complete line of microscopes and accessories for 
biological and industrial research and control. Though work- 
ing at maximum capacity they are still in a position to accept 
additional orders for fairly prompt shipment. I am happy to 
be able to give you this encouraging picture. ‘‘ The name of 
the importer will be communicated, upon request, by the Of- 
fice of the Austrian Trade Delegate (1226). 


NEW AUSTRIAN CEILING AND ROOF STEEL COMPONENT. 
An Austrian steel engineer has developed a new component 
for ceiling and roof construction a triangular, welded steel 
construction. The advantage of the new ‘‘Ceno’’ construction 
is that it saves up to 60% in construction weight as compared 
with conventional steel profiles, The name and the address 
of the Austrian engineer-inventor may be obtained from the 
Office of the Austrian Trade Delegate in New York (1225). 


NEW AUSTRIAN PROCESS FOR DRAINAGE PIPES. A muni- 
cipal contractor and architect in Vienna has developed a new 
process for mass-producing drainage pipe units of concrete, 
clay, or similar materials. The invention makes it possible 
to manufacture simultaneously several pipe units, either by 
casting or by the extrusion method. The new process repre- 
sents a saving of labor and other costs because hand-opera- 
rated work can be mechanically multiplied. Another advantage 
is that the pipes need no longer be stored horizontally; the 
pipes extruded in accordance with the new process may be 
stored in a space-saving vertical position. Furthermore, such 
deformations as were frequently encountered during and fol- 
lowing the old customary manufacturing process are avoided 
under the new method, the inventor stated (1211). 


AUSTRIA OPENS TRADE REPRESENTATION IN BEL- 
GRADE. It was officially announced in Vienna that the Aus- 
trian Federal Chamber of Commerce has appointed Dr. Lam- 
bert Kusterle as Austrian Trade Representative in Yugosla- 
via, and that an office of the Austrian Federal Chamber of 
Commerce for that country was to be openend. 


AUSTRO.SWISS TRADE AGREEMENT. A protocol supple- 
menting the existing Austro-Swiss trade agreements of August 
17, 1946, was signed on February 7, 1952, and made valid 
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for a period of one year. Under the terms of the agreement, 
import quotas are fixed for Austrian imports from Switzerland, 
which will include some agricultural products, machinery, 
apparatus and instruments. Swiss watches will be imported 
into Austria under general import provision and do not figure 
in the detailed commodity list. No quota list has been estab- 
lished for Austrian deliveries to Switzerland. 


COSTUME JEWELRY FROM PREHISTORIC DESIGNS. One 
of the most interesting branches of Austria’s arts-and-crafts - 
industry concerns itself with the perfect copying of pre-histo- 
ric jewelry according to originals displayed in museums. The 
only enterprise of this type is located in Vienna, and Aus- 
trian museums as well as a number of foreign museums have 
granted the firm the right to manufacture modern costume 
jewelry copied from prehistoric specimens. The interest 
shown in foreign countries for these highly artistic, original 
and comparatively inexpensive articles is steadily increas- 
ing.Much in demand are ornamental metal objects copied from 
finds dating back to the Hallstadt period and from Roman, 
Langobard and Gothic models; silver jewelry, the originals 
of which are admired in many museums, as well as copies 
from the Renaissance, Baroque and Rococo periods and pea- 
sant art motifs have likewise met with success. (See pic- 
ture)( 1237). 


AUSTRIA’S CHEMICAL INDUSTRY. Production of industrial 
chemicals developed along favorable lines in Austria in 1951. 
The manufacture of several new products was introduced, 
including perchloroethylene, carbon tetrachloride, methyl 
acetate, ethyl acetate and phthalic anhydride. The output of 
carbon bisulfide, hydrogen peroxide, lithopone and aluminum 
oxide was considerably increased. Chemicals still in critical 
supply in Austria include sulfuric acid, carbon bisulfide, 
caustic soda and solution, hydrogen peroxide and titanium 
dioxide. 


TANBARK EXPORTS PERMITTED. After lengthy negoti- 
ations, the Austrian Govemment has given permission for the 
exportation of tanbark from Austria,

INNSBRUCK FAIR. The third Tyrolean Trade Fair in Inns- 
bruck is scheduled to be held from August 21 through the 
31st. For the first time the Innsbruck Fair will have a special 
exhibit of mauntaineering, ski, hunting and fishing equipment; 
also wood- and metal-working machines and agricultural 
equipment will be on display. More than 350 exhibitors from 
Germany and Italy have already announced their participation 
and inquiries have been received from Sweden, the Nether- 
lands, Great Britain, Switzerland, Brazil and the United 
States. 


FIRST KLAGENFURT FAIR. For the first time, Carinthia’s 
capital, the city of Klagenfurt, will be the site of a trade fair 
scheduled from August 7 through August 17. One of the fair’s 
aims is to present a comprehensive picture of Austria’s 

wood-working industry. The province of Carinthia alone ex- 

ports approximately one third ofall Austrian wood sold abroad. 
Special exhibits at Klagenfurt will deal with forestry, lumber 
industry; wood working; furniture; wood in construction; wood- 
working tools, treatment and preservation of wood; novelties 
in the wood industry; and wood research. Visitors to the first 
Klagenfurt fair will obtain a 25% reduction on Austrian State 
Railroads, while exhibition goods may be retumed from the 
fair under a 50% rate reduction in Austria. 


FOURTH EXPORT FAIR OF DORNBIRN. 
Export and Sample Fair of Dombirn, Vorarlberg, will 
be held from August 1 through August 10, 1952, and 
as in former years will reflect the activity of all 


important branches of Austrian trade and industry. 
Honorary President of the fair is Austria’s Minister of Com- 


merce, Mr. Boeck-Greissau. In view of last year’s lack of 

space, the international textile fair, which has always been 
part of the Dornbirn fair, will be housed in a completely new 
group of buildings where knitted goods, underwear, lingerie, 

dresses, suits, and textiles as well as shoes, leather artic- 
les, jewelry and costume jewelry will be displayed. A fash- 
ion show at the Dornbirn fair will present Austrian womens’ 

fashion creations. Foreign exhibits are expected to include 
displays from Italy, Switzerland, Great Britain, France, Scan- 
dinavia, Spain and Ireland, For the first time, the Dornbirn 
fair will also include an agricultural machinery exhibit, at 

which foreign firms are also expected to show their new 

products.

NORWEGIAN TRADE PROTOCOL SIGNED. A protocol sup- 
plementing the trade agreement of November 27, 1948, be- 
tween Austria and Norway was signed on January 19, 1952, 
and made valid until December 31, according to Vienna’s 
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Chamber of Commerce publication ‘‘Die Wiener Handelskam- 
mer’’. Austro-Norwegian quota lists were established for 
non-liberalized commodities and for articles in the import- 
ation of which each trade partner has a special interest. 
Norway‘s principle exports to Austria will consist of fish 
products, fat and oils, hides and skins, ferro-alloys and 
some chemicals. The principal products to be shipped from 
Austria to Norway are textiles, furs, rubber and leather goods, 
glassware, as well as various iron and steel products.
